(1909 – 1977), Isuzu Yamada (b. 1917), 
Machiko Kyo (b. 1924), Setsuko 
Hara (b. 1920), and Hideko Taka-
mine (1924 – 2010) — are the focus of 
this series.

Hanezu

A delicate love story set in historic 
Asuka in Japan’s Nara prefecture, 
Naomi Kawase’s 2011 film under-
scores the relationship between 
humans and their habitat, with med- 
itative views of the natural world.
